All of It Later 


(An Editorial) 


'I he Star was determined from the beginning 


to remain as neutral and fair on the question of 
removing the courthouse from Washington to 
Hope this Saturday as any newspaper could be 
which happens to be published in Hempstead's 
principal city yet depends on a circulation that 
reaches into every part of the county. 


The question of removal is something for the 


majority of the qualified citizens of the county to 
decide honestly and frankly among themselves. 


It is no new question, cither here or among 


other counties throughout the United States. 
County-seats are located, and courthouses are 
built, for the convenience of the majority. 
Our 


neighbor, Nevada county, originally located its 
county-seat at Mount Moriah, moved it to Ross- 
ton, and then placed it permanently at Prescott — 
for reasons sufficient to the citizens of Nevada 
county. 


The question of removal is simply this: 
Do the people of Hempstead county want to 


dp their legal business in one town and their shop- 
ping in another, or do they want to combine the 
two? 


The law governing removal is a hard one — but 


it is fair and just. 
The law says that if the county- 


seat is to be changed a majority of all the qualified 
citizens of Hempstead must vote "yes." 
A mere 


majority of those going to the polls — as in a pri- 
mary election — doesn't count. 
If you want the 


courthouse at Hope, about 1,600 of you (a major- 
ity of the last poll tax list) must actually go to the 
polls and vote "yes." 
If you want the courthouse 


to remain at Washington you don't even have to 
vote — you can stay home or go fishing. 


Enough voters are called to Washington sev- 


eral times a year on court and private legal busi- 
ness so that the people are able to judge for them- 
selves whether Washington is more convenient to 
them than Hope is, and to judge also whether 
Washington offers the accomodations they want 
today. 


And that's all there is on the removal question 


—AND REMOVAL IS THE ONLY QUESTION 
THIS SATURDAY. 
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The Star has remained neutral as to contro- 


versy. 


But a question of fact has been raised in the 


campaign — and that's something a newspaper 
must speak on, and speak truthfully regardless of 
consequences. 


It is argued by some campaigners that the 


county-seat shouldn't be moved because then a 
new courthouse would be required and a new 
courthouse would unload a burden of debt and 
prohibitive taxation upon the citizens. 


1 wo things make it imperative that your news- 


paper correct this for the sake of the campaign 
record: 


First : You vote Saturday for removal — AND 


REMOVAL ALONE. 
Later on, should removal 


carry, YOU WILL VOTE ON THE COST AND

Liquor Agent Aid 


Is to Be Dropped 


$1,500 Monthly Donation 
From Wholesalers Comes 


to an End 


LITTLE ROCK—An agreement un- 


der which the Arkansas Wholesale 
Liquor Dealers association has con- 
tributed ?1.500 a month for employ- 
ment of undercover liquor agents of 
the state Revenue Department since 
early last January will be' terminated 
June 30, Revenue Commissioner Z. 
M. McCarroll said Wednesday. 


Under reported _terms of the orig- 


inal agreement announced publicly 
by Mr. McCarroll shortly . after he 
became commissioner December 1, an 
official of the association was to de- 
posit to the credit of the commissioner 
by the fifth day of each month the 
liquor dealers' "donation" for that 
month. Deposits were to be made in 
a Little Rock bank. 


Commissioner McCarroll said he did 


not know whether the contribution for 
June had been deposited yet, nor did 
he know who had been making the 
deposits. 


"The Revenue Department last Jan- 


uary was facing a deficit of about $7,- 
000 a month for the remainder of the 
fiscal year, unless drastic economy 
measures could be carried out," Mr. 
McCarroll explained. 
- "Because of the contributions of the 
liquor dealers' association and because 
of numerous economy measures put 
into effect, we will be able to finish 
the year without a deficiency appro- 
priation. 


"We would not have been able to 


have done anything in the way of en- 
forcing the state liquor laws without 
the financial help given us by the 
liquor dealers." 


At the rate of $1,500 a month, the 


liquor dealers' association will have 
contributed a total of $9,000 by June 30,

KJOTHIfNG could more clearly illustrate the failures we 
IN" make in the simple business of living than do some of the 
stories, about the "gains" which have come out of the de- 
pression. 


• An example is a recent speech given before the annual 


convention of shreiffs and police chiefs of Missouri. The 
speaker—Chief of Police Andrew McDonnell of Webster 
Grove, Mo.—said that the depression has actually brought 
about a reduction in juvenile delinquency. 


Here is how it has worked out: Fathers have less work 


to.dor—in some cases no work at all—and so have spent more 
time about the house. In the spending of that time .they have 
been able to get better acquainted with their sons and have 
given'thetn'eompanionahip.and guidance which the youngsters 
would not otherwise have had. 


Said Chief McDonnell: "At the start of the depression, 


economic worry caused many fathers to neglect their sons.

WASHlNGTON.-In politics there is 


more than one way to butter a potato 
and thus it is that friends of Represen- 
tative Jerry O'Connell of Montana be-

Wheeler in 1940. 


It came about this way. 
One ofthe choice pieces of federal 


spending in the west is Fort Pbck res- 
ervoir on the Missouri river in Mon- 
tana, called my scoffers the "costliest 
duck pound in the world." New towns 
have been built up around it, an 
agricultural development is in pros- 
pect and besides that it helps open 
the Missouri to navigation. 


Early in 1937 O'Connell introduced 


n bill to authorize spending $6,000,000 
to install power works at the dam. 
Part of the power would be used to 
pump irrigation water to tracts now 
desert. The bill made only random 
progress. 


The Way of a Bill 


Some weeks later Senator Wheelei 


introduced a similar bill in the 'Sen- 
ale and it made more rapid progress 
It passed the Senate and Wheeler 
who has campaigned long and often 
and is rarely caught with his hands in 
his pockets, promptly sent telegrams 
out to Montana to announce his suc- 
cess in getting the bill through the 
Senate. These things may sound cas- 
ual to the layman but to the politician 
such nn opportunity is like a summer 
rain on his crop of votes. 


The bill went over to the House and 


O'Connell got busy. By a legislative 
maneuver as simple as cracking pea- 
nuts lie had the Wheeler bill trimmed 
| down until nothing much was left but 


the page numbers. O'Connell's own 
bill then was substituted for it, revis-

British Policy Termed Suicidal 


By trying to co-operate with Hitler 


and helping him to get what he wants 
in central Europe the Chamberlain 
government of England is committing 
a supreme folly. For Germany's ulti- 
mate foe is the same as in 1914—Eng- 
land—and the present British cabinet 
is simply making certain that when the 
final showdown comes Germany will 
have every possible advantage. 


So says Douglas Reed, veteran Euro- 


pean correspondent for the London 
Times, in "Insanity Fair." (Covici- 
Friede: S3), a remarkably timely and 
stinvulating book. 


It is Mr. Reed's gloomy feeling that 


in the last few years England has miss- 
ed her greatest chance to make the 
empire secure and help the world to a 
lasting peace. When she backed down 
on the application of sanctions against 
Italy in connection with Ethiopia, she 
began the policy of trying to placate 
the dictations instead of restraining 
them—a policy which, as Mr. Reed sees 
it, cannot fail to be disastrous. 


Why is the British government act- 


ing this way? Because, says Mr. Reed. 
her ruling class is actually in depest 
sympathy with the Fascist leaders. 
England's decaying aristocracy is still 
Very dlass-minded. It prefers privilege 
to freedom; the spectre of Bolshevism 
under the bed reduces it to abject 
panic. It 
values 
its own position 


above the empire's safety. 


Mr. Reed, as you may gather, is 


rather bitter. He seems to have good 
reason to be; and his bok is such a 
frank and informative discussion of 
present trends in Europe that you will
